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n 2022, content creator Jovanny Bates (also known as Jay.Gov) 
set out to provide a new way for people to consume music media 
through the release of Jay.Gov Radio. Which originally was a 
story-based playlist in the setting of a radio show that 
involve skits and guest appearances from many creators and 
artists. This year, Jovanny is back with the second installment of 
Jay.Gov Radio with a bigger and better idea. We talk with Jovanny 
about Jay.Gov Radio 2, the inspiration behind it, some of the people 
he’s working with, as well as personal questions that only pertain to 
him! 
My name is Jovanny Bates, I’m based in Florida and I create things. 


Jordy Chimimba: We’re here to talk about the 2nd 
installment of Jay.Gov Radio, do you want to 
talk about the original concept first?

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J.G: For sure, the original concept was, I 
initially just wanted to create 

something that was bigger. I think in terms 
of the content game, it’s very short. You 
gotta make a 15-second or 30-second video 
over and over again and I felt like over 
time I wasn’t getting as much fulfillment as 
when I started. So I wanted to create 
something bigger and something that required 
more work 

overtime because that is where I get the 
Significance from it. So I wanted to make a 
playlist but thought, wouldn’t it be cool if 
we attached the concept of skits and created 
more of a radio show with it? That’s e 
ssentially what I did with it. When it came 
to the first installment of Jay.Gov Radio 1, 
it was more so me 

challenging myself and wanting to create 
something that was Llike-. If I wanted to do 
something like make a film or a TV show, I 
think a lot of younger people have the 
mindset of, “I gotta wait until I get 
discovered, Imma wait until this comes” and 
things like that. I think over the last year 
when I first made it, I had a shift in my 
mindset where I was just going to do the 
things I wanted, I’lLl make it now instead of 
wait for it and that’s what Jay.Gov radio 
was the first time. 


JC: Has there been any shift in your mentality going from the Last version to 
this one? Also, what are some of the 
differences between Jay.Gov Radio 1 to Jay.Gov Radio 2? 


J.G: As far as the process, there is a lot more work going on behind the scenes. 
I have a team this time, my great friends KP, they’re the cohead of [the 
visuals], we have Evemita who is the head of the fashion department, we also 
have Bandell who is more of a 

consultant, and touches all areas of the process, there’s also TJ and De’Shawn 
who are part of the team. So this time I’ve managed to curate more of a team 
because I’ve figured that all these big things that people Love, TVs, movies, 
and things like that, there’s an actual machine behind that. There are multiple 
writers in the room, there are people that work on fashion things and so when it 
comes to this process this process is more co-operative and a lot more 
team-oriented. And while the concept is still mine but they’re going to pitch in 
ideas 

too because these are people whose tastes and opinions I trust. The follow-up 
question.what was that again? 


JC: What’s the difference between Jay.Gov Radio 1 and 2? 


3.G: Jay.Gov Radio 2 is a lot more ambitious, we have merchandise, visualizers, and more 
coming out with the whole thing. It is going to be more narrative-based than before. Jay.Gov 
Radio 1 was just me in my room contacting different content creators that were good friends 
that I have to be a part of it. This one is more so me creating a narrative and fully 
fleshing it out. This is probably the closest thing I can do to building a world outside of 
making a movie. I’ve always Loved world building so when it comes to Jay.Gov Radio 2, this 
one is like, we’re going to have a narrative not just a skit thing. We have things taking 
place outside of the radio show, we have things taking place within the radio show, we have 
overlapping arcs and things like that. It’s all going to fit within one frame like Last time 
I called it a super playlist because that’s what I thought it would be. With this one I 
would say..I don’t know what I would call it man but it’s definitely something that I haven’t 
done before, you know what I mean? It’s not the most overarching story arc but there’s 
definitely a narrative that goes along with it and other things that are taking place. So I 
would say for this one, it’s not only bigger but it’s being handled with more care because 
there are more people involved. Also, I knew the mistakes I made Last time and I knew what I 
wanted to the next time around so that’s how I’m going about it this time. 


JC: This is kind of two in one but you can answer it in one I think. What’s the focus 
musically this time around if there is one and also what was the general inspiration 
behind the whole thing? 


J.G: I got you, when it came to the music, this is going to come out in Summer 2023. 
We’ve been working on this for months and the entire time we want the music to feel 
very bright, you know summer vibes. So when it comes to the summer people Love to do 
2 things, listen to whatever the new 
sounds that are creating the soundtracks 
to their lives but also people love 
nostalgia. Finding a perfect balance 
between those thing have been what we’ve 
been focusing on this entire time. So for 
Jay.Gov Radio, people have been finding a 
new admiration for Pharell/The 
Neptunes and the sounds of the 200@s. 
That’s something we’re definitely going 
| to be 
incorporating as well as just new music 
in general. For 
example, Afrobeats have become a craze 
since 2021, you know what I mean? Just 
Incorporating things that people love and 
just new 
vibrations, newer artists that we’ve been 
working with as well. Flozigg for 
instance, he’s awesome. Avernoir, those 
are 2 r&b artists with 2 
different sounds. In terms of Flozigg, 
he’s very dynamic but you could say he 
leans more towards the neo-soul, 
afro-soul vibe. When it comes to 
Avernoir who is also an r&b artist from 
Canada, who’s also amazing. His r&b sound 
is more darker, not necessarily in a sad 
way but Like the 
vibrations are different. So when it 

a comes to Jay.Gov Radio and music this 
= time around, we are focusing on more the 
contemporary and the nostalgia while also making sure it fits the time when people 
are listening to it. I want people to get memories attached to these things and 
thoroughly enjoy it and just look at it more so as a moment than a complete thing. 


Content creators of all sizes follow content creators due to their appreciation for 
their work. Making friends and accessing resources like the internet has opened up 
new perspectives and opportunities. Living in small cities like Jay.Gov Radio 
allows for Luxuries and resources, like finding a graphic designer like Messiah 
(@aboyisaglock). 


Jc: I know exactly what you mean, just Like over the last year. As a content 
creator, I have slowed down but the 

experiences I’ve been able to have, specifically that New York trip we went to 
opened my eyes to a whole different world. It put me in a place with people 
that want to work and stuff like that. Just having access to having friends on 
the internet just made me feel Like I can do anything if I put my mind to it. 


J.G: Absolutely, the internet and all the people you meet on there is 
definitely the most inspiring aspect of it. Like for the New York trip, we 
would not have been able to get into any events if it weren’t for the 

Internet. That’s just me being honest. We were in rooms and met a lot of people 
we were inspired by. Like we met all types of people and celebrities but when 
we went into the Nike event and I meant 

Brandon Jinx that was such a big deal to me! He has inspired me to do a lot and 
even though he isn’t like the biggest celebrity, or maybe not even 

necessarily one. He’s just a guy on the internet a journalist that I respected 
his work 

regardless of where he was or he 
was talking to. 


JC: For you right now, who are the 
people you are inspired by at the 
moment? 


J.G: Does it have to be internet 
people or? 


Jc: Just in general 


3.G: I would say my biggest 
inspirations are people that are 
multi-hyphenates, people that do 
multiple things. I think the word 
is multidisciplinary artists or 
whatever. Issa Rae, I said this on the last Jay.Gov radio on the outro, but just because 
of where she started versus where she is now. She is like a whole media company at this 
point. She has podcasts, shows, and movies, and she did all that just off “Awkward Black 
Girl”. ALl that off a Youtube series and she is 

definitely an inspiration for what I’m trying to do. Another one, people are going to be 
like “O£ course” but Tyler the Creator. The way he is able to create a world and world 
building is always a thing I’ve been in awe of. I don’t want to say envious but 
something that I’ve been wanting to do for myself. I like the idea of creating a world 
and having a fixated aesthetic and that’s something I wanted to do for Jay. gov Radio. 
Just different things attached, different 

textures, different sounds, different dialogues and, different anything just 
encapsulated in one place has always been something that has itched my brain. So Tyler, 
the Creator as well. I want to say someone on the internet that also inspires me, 
outside of you with this like this is dope as hell. I’ll go with Flozigg, he is 

really dope. He’s been making good music since I’ve been 

Listening to him, I’ve never heard a bad Flozigg song. It’s funny he performed at a 
college I live by (University of Florida) and we met after. He’s such a super cool guy 
and the way he is so versatile and still able to garner that love is something I’ve 
always appreciated. How he is not someone that’s just like, “I just do this or that.” 
Someone that appreciates different things and Likes to do them and explore is a 
character trait I always Love to see in other people. 


C: Why should people fuck with Jay.Gov? 


J.G: That’s a good question, I’ve never been asked this. I would say, [people 
should fuck with Jay.Gov] mainly because what you see now is not the Last thing 
you’ll see from me. As a creative, I always try and push myself to do bigger 
and better things. That’s one huge thing that comes to Jay.Gov that people 
usually Love and appreciate about me, the fact that I am 

constantly striving for the next thing. So after Jay.Gov Radio 2, whatever 
success comes from it, whether it be a radio show, 

whether it be me working with this or that person, I am working on the next 
thing. I [Jay.Gov] am constantly trying to improve and constantly trying to 
create something that hasn’t been done before. So for those of you that want to 
see something new. For those of you that Like music, acting, movies, anything 
that centers around creative expression. I, not only provide that, but I am 
always working towards bringing something new to any sphere. I mean, I’m also 
just kind of good at what I do so there’s that. I’m not too bad at this content 
stuff. But there’s so much more to come after this and so much that I want to 
do. If you’re a lover or nerd of anything in regard to art, clothes, or music, 
I can provide things that you relate to or Listen to within those spaces as 
well as work within them. I only intend with progressing 


Jc: I’m glad you said that because my Last question is what can we 
expect next from you? 


J3.G: I will be switching geographical Locations and that’s all I’m going 
to say about that. Just know when I find this new space I’m going to be 
exposed to a lot more resources that I don’t even have on the internet. 
So what’s next is I’1Ll provide you with genres of things. Film, cloth- 
ing, and radio. Just know when it comes to what I want to do and what I 
want to create, there’s definitely a lot more from Jay.gov.

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y name is Monase Chibambo, you can call me Mona, I wear a Lot of 
hats in my life and I’m a mother of two boys and a wife. I’ma 
nurse practitioner student at Grand Valley State University. 


I am also a member of the ‘Warm Hearts 
Foundation’ with members all over the US 
based in Grand Rapids and Traverse city and 
we do work in Malawi, Kenya, really all 
through east(ern) Africa. A few of the 
projects Warm Hearts are involved in are 
providing reusable sanitary pads to primary 
and secondary schools girls, building water 
wells and,training nurses. 


We work with basic dignities to provide STEM 
scholarships to women in Malawi. I was apart 
of the board and helped identify some of the 
women that I believe deserve the opportunity 
to go to school and pursue higher education. 
So for that I’m a mentor and an ambassador / messenger for both sides. I 
dont know if you remember I mentioned that I’m also in school as well. I’ma 
second year doctor in practical nursing and a diversity and equality lesion 
for gradute students organizations in the nursing college.

Q: What would the 8 year old you think of you now? 


MC: “She would say ‘girl I’m so proud of you and how resilient you’ve 
been. You’ve been through a lot but you keep going, and you’ve almost 
completed the things you set out to do. You might have taken longer than 
you anticipated, but the thing is that you never gave up. Also remember 
when you wanted to become a doctor or something and now you’re pursuing 
yout dream which is so Mac oeks I also just heard that your son thinks the 
Niet 3A world of you so I ESS you’re a good role 
model. Overall you’ve done well good job’. 


Growing up in Malawi overall has taught me 
that education is key in life. It has taught 
me patience. It taught me to be caring, not 
too let many things phase me and never give up 
plus I believe in family and friends. I also 
remember being told that I can do anything 
even if I don’t have anything and that’s some 
thing that drives me every day. Also, one 
thing about growing up in Malawi is that 
people don’t move fast and if you know me, I 
don’t move fast, even in the mist of the 
“easy” Life in America, I think that really 
keeps me grounded, otherwise life can be 
overwhelming in America... 

so thank you Malawi.”

Q: Why is it important to have charities like Warm Hearts? 


I often think of the saying “Alone, you are nothing but together we are 
many”, so if you are by yourself you won’t get anywhere but if you join a 
community and work with other people you become apart of a family. If I can 
help someone or inspire someone, that’s the impact I have to hope in the 
world and I hope that my kids follow my footsteps and try to imitate the 
way I Lived. 


In Malawi, a huge majority part of the depends on subsistence farming. 
Recently, the weather hasn’t be great and we don’t have access to a lot of 
resources so they can’t make money. Even then, jobs are scarce and even 
more if you want good pay. A lot of the time without aid and charity life 
is unsustainable. When you have these charities they give opportunities to 
that poor girl to go to school and give her the opportunity to go back and 
support her family. I’m an example when I was younger I was given a 
scholarship by a charity and now I can proudly say that a lot of family 
member have benefited from me going to school. Now I’m in America and 
that’s because someone believed in me. Malawi is a very poor country and 
America has a LOT to share on top of the fact that giving is just good for 
you. It give you a sense of worth and when you participate in a charity 
especially when you go and visit those places to see what type of impact 
you have you feel a lot. You might benefit internally more than they do 
just because it feels good. 


Q: How does it feel to be a 
superhero? 


MC: “I just found out my son 
(Jordan) thinks im a super hero 
and I don’t know that makes me 
happy. That means he Looks up to 
me and he’s gonna try to Live 
Like me and that makes me proud. 
Like I said if I can inspire 
somebody, if I can be a role 
model or help someone that’s how 
I hope to live and I live by 
that everyday.”
